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GOODS IN LATIN AMERICAN 


COUNTRIES 


N A RECENT examination of the general problem of expanding 

United Kingdom exports and of meeting the growing com- 

petition from other exporting countries, the suggestion was put 
forward that our exporters might do better in certain Latin American 
markets if their representatives abroad paid more attention to the 
language, culture and general background of the country in which 
they were seeking to sell their goods. It was said that the Germans, 
in particular, paid great attention to this aspect of salesmanship. 

As a further step in examining this problem, Her Maijesty’s 
Overseas Officers in a selected number of countries were asked for 
their views and for any evidence that might be available to support 
or refute the suggestion that our competitors were ahead of us in 
this field, 

The views expressed and the evidence provided have now been 
analysed and an attempt has been made in the next few paragraphs 
to summarize, country by country, the information provided. 


Dollar Latin America 


Mexico: Although it is likely that the suggestions have some 
truth in them it is difficult to produce evidence, The inability of 
some visiting representatives to speak Spanish has limited the 
amount of contact that has been made. Another handicap to the 
British businessman in Mexico is that, wherever they go, they tend 
tq remain in outlook and habits steadfastly British, whereas the 
German community has become completely inter-mixed socially 
with the Mexicans. This is perhaps more important in Mexico 
than in some other countries, since Mexican ministers and officials 
play a much larger part in the detailed business life of the country 
than do similar people in the United Kingdom ; they are, therefore, 
in @ position to give much detailed information on business oppor- 
tunities and industrial projects to those with whom they are in 


close social contact. ‘Treating the Mexican official or businessman 
with deference and, when dealing with other officials, etc., going 
straight to the man at the top, pays dividends, but it is not the sort 
of treatment the Mexican receives from British people either in 
Mexico or in the United Kingdom. 


Guatemala: Because the market is small, British firms must 
usually be represented by agents who are well versed in Guatemalan 
methods of business. On the whole, though, British firms are not 
sufficiently aware of the needs of this market and many manu- 
facturers show ignorance of Guatemalan tastes and preferences. 
German manufacturers have not so far sent out many repre- 
sentatives but the popularity of their products is due to the fact 
that they know the tastes of this market and are catering for them. 
Wherever possible representatives should be appointed for the 
Caribbean area who can travel round supervising local agents ; 
fleeting visits by representatives from the United Kingdom who 
are often ignorant of local conditions are usually of little use. 


Honduras : A good knowledge of Spanish is desirable. It is not 
necessary, although still desirable, that representatives should be 
familiar with the particular culture and background of Honduras 
since these are less well defined than in some other countries. They 
should, nevertheless, possess some general knowledge of Latin 
American history and, in the case of the Central American countries, 
of the position regarding the Central American Union. Moreover, 
they should be especially careful, in a small country like Honduras 
where the people are mainly of mixed blood, to adopt an attitude 
equally courteous and respectful as towards people of pure race. The 
Americans, who are dominant commercially, are generally efficient 
and careful, and mostly speak Spanish. ‘The Germans all know 
Spanish and enjoy the advantage of long pre-war residential associa- 
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tions which they have been reviving to the furtherance of their 
business. They also identify themselves to a large extent with the 
political and cultural as well as commercial interests in Honduras, 
while always keeping an eye on the main chance. 


El Salvador: Resident agents are almost invariably individuals 
who have established themselves in the country and acquired a sound 
knowledge of the language, culture and background, or else natives 
of the country. In San Salvador itself the majority of businessmen 
have a sound knowledge of English, but if United Kingdom travelling 
representatives are to be in a position to explore the market possibi- 
lities to the full they should have a sound knowledge of the language 
and business methods of the country and also, to some extent, of the 
culture and general background. Germans in Latin America, 
whether resident or travelling salesmen, while unmistakably German, 
always seem to have a sounder knowledge of the local language than 
Englishmen engaged in similar business. The same, it is thought, 
applies to the Dutch. 


Costa Rica: There is no evidence that United Kingdom rep- 
resentatives in Costa Rica are less enterprizing or well-informed than 
those of other countries. Representatives of British exporters are in 
almost all cases either Costa Ricans or British subjects who have been 
resident for many years and, for the most part, are married to Costa 
Ricans. None can be criticized as lacking in proficiency in Spanish 
or intimate knowledge of the country and the people. Some visiting 
representatives may give the undesirable impression of aloofness but 
nearly all have a working knowledge of Spanish. 


Panama: Knowledge of local culture though desirable is less 
necessary in Panama than elsewhere, as almost all merchants speak 
English and are accustomed to American methods. German travel- 
ling representatives appear to be no better than our own in this 
respect though many have the advantage of pre-war experience of the 
market. This, however, is not so important as the terms they offer. 


Cuba : The majority of United Kingdom exporters are represented 
in Cuba by local agents. Only a very limited number of British 





We Have Got to Export Competitively 


THE fundamental law is always there ; that we have 
got to be competitive producers . . . we have got 
to export competitively, and we have got to pay for 
our imports of raw materials and food by competitive 
exports. We have been doing better in recent months. 
But it is not enough to hold that position. We must 
do better still if we are to improve our reserves and 
to have the substantial balance we should like to see 
for investment, particularly in the Commonwealth.

firms are established in Cuba and their senior personnel are thoroughly 
acclimatized, although some younger men sent out have not always 
proved suitable and have returned home. Visiting representatives 
with long-standing connections in Cuba know their job thoroughly 
but newcomers often send men with little or no experience of Cuba 
and often with no knowledge of Spanish. Such representatives 
frequently further handicap themselves by not staying long enough 
in the country. Hitherto German visitors have not been particularly 
numerous but they know what they are about ; with the opening of 
the German Legation their numbers can be expected to increase. 

Haiti: The resident representatives and agents of United King- 
dom firms in Haiti are all local men and have, therefore, a thorough 
knowledge of the customs and background of the country. For 
visiting representatives a knowledge of French is desirable but by no 
means essential ; to be able to offer firm, competitive prices and 
prompt deliveries is what counts. 


Dominican Republic: A deep study of the country’s culture 
and background is not essential neither is it practicable without 
residence in the country. Naturally a broad knowledge of current 
conditions is necessary and travellers will find that any knowledge, 
however slight, or interest they show of the country’s history and 
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problems will be warmly appreciated. 

Colombia : Spanish, spoken and written, is a first essential for all 
representatives in Colombia. British exporters should study the 
market’s taste and be ready to adapt their products to it more spon- 
taneously through their own representatives on the spot as well as 
through the agent. More firms might with advantage be persuaded 
to specialize in Latin America and devote to it the same special 
attention as do German and United States competitors. 

Venezuela : Most United Kingdom representatives in Venezuela 
are “of the country”; those who are British or non-Venezuelan 
having a satisfactory knowledge of the language and being familiar 
with what little culture is required of them. They are also fully 
cognizant of the general background of the country. The rep- 
resentatives of our competitors are much the same, but where, for 
example, the Germans score is when they send “ go-getters ” from 
Germany who, by their direct and forceful methods of approach take 
much of the business away from local representatives of other 
countries. However, this applies equally to the United Kingdom and 
the more “ go-getters”” that can visit Venezuela the better ; they 
should speak Spanish but need not worry too much about anything 
else. 

Ecuador: There is no evidence that our competitors have done 
better than us through paying more attention to the language and 
customs of the country, but it is felt that the Germans, Dutch and 
French have paid more attention to the Ecuadorean background. 
There are a number of serious German residents of both the high- 
lands and the coast who are busy renewing German connections with 
Ecuador while the British have never identified themselves with the 
country in this way. 

Peru 


Although not a dollar market, Peru is a valuable market 
for British goods, and is unique among the non-dollar Latin American 
countries in that there is no general system of import and exchange 
control. The market is therefore one in which commercial factors 
are all-important, and where it is essential for British firms to make 
a serious effort to study the requirements of Peruvian customers. 
Prompt and accurate attention to correspondence—replies should 
always go by air mail—and the use of the metric system and of the 
Spanish language in correspondence and sales literature: these are 
important factors to which foreign competitors often seem to give 
more attention. The value of personal contacts cannot be over- 
estimated, and there is criticism that not enough visits are made to 
Peru by travelling representatives of British firms, and that such 
visits as take place are often confined to Lima, omitting the important 
provincial centres. There are also very general criticisms of old- 
fashioned styling and presentation. 


Guide on Exporting to the United 


States 


N up-to-date A.B.C. guide on selling to America has been published 

by the Board of Trade. It is a revised edition of “ Eeportine 
to the United States of America” (H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, 3s. 6d. net, by post 3s. 8d.). 

The idea behind the booklet is to help anyone interested in doing 
business in the United States market. It summarizes in a convenient 
form for both the new exporter and the old hand the special features 
of the market and United States business practices and outlines the 
_—s United States Government regulations affecting the foreign 
trader. 

Emphasis is placed throughout on the further information and help 
for the exporter which is available from official and private bodies 
on: both sides of the Atlantic. 

In his foreword to the booklet the President of the Board of Trade 
points out that, while the United States market is keenly competitive 
it is rich, expanding and “ free from those unpredictable restrictions 
on trade arising from currency difficulties which have added to the 
uncertainties of so many of our overseas markets in recent years.” 


Export Credits Guarantee Department 


THE Export Credits Guarantee Department reports that during the 
quarter ended June 26, 1954, the Department assumed liability— 

(a) Under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the 1951 and 1952 Acts) up to a maximum of £68,903,605 
in respect of guarantees amounting toe £128,105,335 ; 

(b) Under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949 (as 
amended by the 1952 Act) up to 4 maximum of £11,696;808 in 
espect of guarantees amounting to £19,453,295. 
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U.K. Position in June Operations 


of E.P.U. 


"THE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 

month of June 1954 has now taken place. The operation disclosed 
a United Kingdom net surplus for the month of £2,968,929* (8,313,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar), 
which reduced the United Kingdom's cumulative accounting deficit 
with E.P.U. to £240,700,000. The surplus for June has been settled 
as to 50 per cent. by the receipt of gold from the Union and as to 
50 per cent. by the reduction of credit previously extended to the 
United Kingdom by the Union. This settlement is based on the old 
credit system up to June 30, 1954, under which the United Kingdom 
was in the fourth tranche of her quota. Henceforward the basis 
will be 50 per cent. credit, 50 per cent. gold throughout a country’s 
quota. 

Gold payments as shown below have also been made, being the 
first of the special repayments agreed between the United Kingdom 
and certain other countries with the object of reducing the United 
Kingdom debt to E.P.U.

Meeting of G.A.T.T. Intersessional 
Committee 


HE G.A.T.T. Intersessional Committee met in the Palais 

Nations, Geneva, on Monday. 

The main purpose of the meeting was to prepare for the Ninth 
Session of the Contracting Parties which is expected to open in 
October and particularly for the review of the G.A.T.T. (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) which is to take place at that 
Session. 

This review was decided upon at the Eighth Session in October 
1953. It is proposed to review the operation and provisions of the 
G.A.T.T. in the light of experience gained during six years of its 
application, with a view to making such amendments as will equip 
the G.A.T.T. to make the most effective contribution to its objective 
of freeing international trade from restrictions, 

In making plans for the review the Intersessional Committee will 
take into account developments since the last session, in particular 
the international discussions relating to convertibility, since the 
revision of G.A.T.T. is closely linked with the programme of collective 
action for the restoration of currency convertibility and the consequent 
liquidation of post-war controls on trade. 

The Committee will also have to consider what advice to offer to 
the Contracting Parties concerning a renewed request by the Govern- 
ment of Japan to undertake tariff negotiations with a view to acceding 
to the G.A.T.T. This request was originally made in July 1952, 
but for various reasons, it has not been practicable to arrange the 
negotiations. However, at the Eighth Session in 1953 a number of 
contracting parties accepted a Declaration regulating their commercial 
relations with Japan on the basis of the Agreement and the Contracting 
Parties invited Japan to participate in their sessions. The Japanese 
Government have informed the Contracting Parties that they consider 
there are no obstacles now to proceeding with tariff negotiations, 
with a view to accession, and have requested the Contracting Parties 
to make the necessary arrangements as soon as possible. 

The members of thr Intersessional Committee are: Australia, 
Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, Cuba, France, Federal Republic of 
Germany, India, Italy, Pakistan, Sweden, Union of South Africa, 
United Kingdom and United States.

Resumption of Duty-Free Licensing 
of Machinery 


i a written answer on July 29 to a Parliamentary Question, reported 
on page 229, the President of the Board of Trade announced that, 
in accordance with the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on the Duty-Free Entry of Machinery, the Government 
has decided to resume as from August 4, 1954, the duty-free licensing 
of machinery under Section 10 of the Finance Act, 1932, This 
decision will apply to all machinery which has not been delivered 
from Customs charge before August 4, provided that the applicant 
must, before delivery of the machinery from Customs charge, (a) 
ensure that an application for a duty-free licence is received by the 
Board of Trade (b) inform Customs about the application. 

Applications, which may be lodged forthwith, should be addressed 
to I.M.1 Division, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, 
$.W.1, from whom application forms and full instructions can now 
be obtained. 


New Plans for Next Year’s British 
Industries Fair 


THE first stages in the re-organization of the London section of the 

British Industries Fair are announced by Sir Ernest Goodale, 
Chairman of B.1.F. Ltd. 

In 1955, the Fair will be held from May 2 to 13 at Olympia, 
London, and Castle Bromwich, Birmingham. 

The decision to concentrate the London section of the B.I.F. at 
Olympia is part of the new company’s policy of providing in London 
a better-planned display of British goods, on sound financial lines, 
which will differ somewhat from those in recent years, when the 
London section was divided between Earls Court and Olympia. 


New Orders on Wool Textile Industry 


THE Board of 'Trade announce that the following Orders have been 
made :— 

Wool Textile Industry (Scientific Research Levy) (Amendment 

No. 2) Order, 1954 (S.1. 1954, No. 972, price 2d., by post 34d). 

Wool Textile Industry (Export Promotion Levy) (Amendment 

No. 2) Order, 1954 (S.1. 1954, No. 971, price 2d., by post 34d). 

They will come into operation on November 1, 1954. Copies may 
be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, or through any bookseller or newsagent. 

These Orders, which have been approved by both Houses of 
Parliament, amend respectively the Wool Textile Industry (Scientific 
Research Levy) Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950, No. 1739) and the Wool 
Textile Industry (Export Promotion Levy) Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950, 
No. 1303), as amended. They alter the rates at which statutory 
levies paid by the wool textile industry for purposes of scientific 
research and export promotion are assessed, and also the periods in 
respect of which these levies are payable. ‘The purpose of these 
amendments is to readjust the incidence of the levies between the 
different sections of the wool industry, while maintaining the total 
estimated annual yields at their present levels, and to make the levy 
periods correspond with the accounting years of the Wool Textile 
Research Council and the National Wool Textile Export Corporation. 

The new rates of levy will first apply in respect of the levy periods 
beginning November 1, 1954.

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Discussions on Trade with the 


Soviet Bloc 


THE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
made a statement in the House of Commons on Monday about 
the discussions the Government had been having with the United 
States and other countries about a revision of the strategic controls 
on exports to the Soviet bloc, as distinct from exports to China. 
He said that as Members were aware, the object of these talks had 
been to narrow substantially the area of control, consistent always with 
national security, while improving the methods of enforcement. 

He was glad to say that substantial results had now been achieved. 
There were a few technical problems outstanding and agreement on 
controls over the sale of ships had not yet been reached ; but dis- 
cussions on these would continue. They had, however, reached 
unanimous agreement on a considerable reduction in the control 
lists. In brief, what had been agreed was that as from August 16 
the present embargo list would be reduced by one-third from about 
250 to 170 items and the quantitative control list would be drastically 
cut from 90 to 20. A further 60 items would be kept on a watch list 
so that the trend of these exports could be followed. Included in 
these lists were a few items which had been added for security reasons. 
The overall result would be a substantial increase in the area of per- 
mitted trade which would at the same time be fully compatible with 
the needs of national security, 

Agreement had also been reached on improved methods of enforce- 
ment. The other countries concerned already applied financial 
controls or controls on merchanting transactions and it had now been 
agreed that those which had hitherto freely permitted the transit 
of goods would take steps to introduce controls in line with the 
transhipment control which the United Kingdom had operated 
since 1951. For their part, the United Kingdom would supplement 
this action by imposing control over merchanting transactions with 
the Soviet bloc. An Order to establish this control would be laid 
before the House in due course. 

He hoped to be able to publish the revised control lists, but some 
problems of definition remained to be worked out and this would 
have to be considered with the other interested countries. Meanwhile, 
any interested exporter who wished to know whether a licence would 
be granted in respect of a particular product would be able to obtain 
all necessary information and advice from the Export Licensing 
Branch of the Board of Trade or from the Production Department. 


June Set New Record for Tourist 
Traffic 


ORE overseas visitors came to Britain in June than in any 

previous June in history, it is stated by the British Travel and 

Holidays Association. They state that more than 106,000 
tourists visited Britain during the month, compared with just over 
90,000 in June of last year—an increase of 17 per cent. 

The American total of 34,000 showed a 24 per cent. increase over 
that of June in Coronation year, when 27,000 Americans came to 
Britain. 

Arrivals from Europe were 10 per cent. higher than those of last 
June, with notable increases in the numbers of visitors from Germany, 
Switzerland, and Holland. 

Because of the great influx of visitors last year for the Coronation, 
the earlier months of this year showed a slight decrease in tourist 
traffic as compared with the corresponding period last year. But the 
cumulative total for the first six months of 1954 is four per cent. 
higher than the total for January to June last year. 


Telegraph Service to and from Burma 


THE Post Office wishes to remind users of the overseas telegraph 
services that telegrams to and from Burma are subject to heavy delay, 
due to circumstances outside the control of the Post Office. Tele- 
grams to Burma are accepted only at sender’s risk. 
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Packaging Exhibition will be Largest 
Yet Staged 


RITAIN’S fourth international Packaging Exhibition, to be held 

at Olympia, London, from January 18 to 28, 1955, will be the 
largest and most comprehensive yet staged. 

For this occasion the organizers, Provincial Exhibitions Ltd., in 
collaboration with the Institute of Packaging, have taken both the 
National and Empire Halls. Already all the space has been allocated. 

Since the last exhibition in January, 1953, there have been many 
advances in materials, methods and machines. New plastic materials, 
new forms and applications of old materials, and more ingenious 
methods will be featured by the country’s leading firms. Electrically- 
operated and electronically-controlled machines will demonstrate 
how science is lowering costs and at the same time improving appear- 
ances for sales purposes. 

Since the war, packaging has year by year become a more vital 
part of modern industry. It is believed to represent on average 
about 10 per cent. of the prime cost of manufacture, affecting every 
form of industry. 

This exhibition will show the latest means that have been developed 
to overcome all kinds of packaging problems, whether it is protection 
for export to the tropics or to the Antarctic, whether it is hermetically 
sealing a motor car or a boiled sweet. 


New Inland Telegraph Charges 


HE Postmaster-General announces that the new charges for 

inland telegrams outlined in his statement on March 3 will be 
introduced on August 1. From that date an ordinary inland telegram 
will cost 3s. for 12 words and 3d. for each additional word. There 
will be an extra charge of 6d. for a greetings telegram, as at present. 

At the same time an overnight telegraph service will be introduced. 
Overnight telegrams will cost 1s. 6d. for 12 words and 14d. for each 
additional word. ‘They will be accepted at any time between 8 a.m. 
and 10 p.m. and will be delivered by first post the next day or, 
occasionally, by messenger about the same time. Like all other 
telegrams they will be accepted at any of the 12,000 offices dealing 
with telegraph business, or may be dictated from any telephone 
including the 64,000 public telephones now in service. 

Increases in other inland telegraph charges and in the rates for 
telegrams to the Irish Republic will also become operative on August 1. 
The main changes are :— 

(i) Priority telegrams. 'The additional fee for a priority telegram 
will be 1s. 

(ii) Telegrams to the Irish Republic. An ordinary telegram to an 
address in the Irish Republic will cost 3s. 6d. for 12 words 
and 3d. for each additional word. 

(iii) Multiple-address telegrams. ‘The cost of a telegram for two 
or more addresses in the same free delivery area will be the 
ordinary rate for the message and all the addresses plus 1s, 
for each copy after the first. 

(iv) Telegraph money orders. The official telegram of advice will 
cost 38. if the address is in the United Kingdom and 3s. 6d. 
if it is in the Irish Republic. 

(v) The additional charge for telegrams handed in on Sundays 
will be 1s. 6d. 

There will be no increase in the charges for delivery by messenger 
beyond the free delivery limits, or for the registration of a telegraphic 
address. 

Full particulars of the new rates can be obtained from any Post 
Office which deals with telegraph business. 


Variation of Reference to Monopolies and 
Restrictive Practices Commission 


THE Board of Trade announce that they have varied the reference, 
made to the Monopolies Commission on April 9, 1954, which asked 
the Commission to investigate and report on the supply of certain 
rubber footwear. 
As originally worded, the reference covered :— 
(a) rubber wellingtons and ankle boots, and 
(b) footwear with canvas uppers and rubber soles. 
The first heading has now been amended to read “ (a) rubber boots 
of all kinds including overboots ” ; the second heading is not affected 
by the variation. 
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National Industrial Foot Safety Week 


NATIONAT. Induetrial Fout Safety Week io to be held from 

October 25 to 30. The object is to encourage factory workcre to 
wear suitable footwear while at work. 

Many workers think that their old shoes—no longer smart enough 
for outside wear—are good enough for work. The idea of buying a 
pair of boots or shoes specially for work appeals to very few industrial 
workers. As a result, one quarter of all industrial accidents cause 
injury to the feet or toes. 

The campaign will not try to encourage all workers to wear a 
particular type of footwear—the jobs in industry are too varied for 
any one type to be suitable for all—but it will encourage the wearing 
of the right type for the particular job being done: rubber boots 
where necessary, steel toe-caps where necessary, or just ordinary 
strong walking shoes. The campaign also stresses the importance of 
keeping all footwear in a good state of repair. 

The Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents, who are 
organizing the campaign, have prepared special posters and leaflets to 
encourage workers to protect their feet. 


Setting up a Subsidiary in Canada 


THE Board of ‘Trade have produced a 14-page pamphlet for the 

guidance of those firms who may be considering setting up a 
subsidiary organization in Canada. It makes no claim to be more 
than an introduction to the subject, but it touches on most of the 
more important factors which have to be taken into account, such as, 
for example, application to the Bank of England and Treasury ; the 
difference between Dominion and Provincial registration ; solicitors 
fees and fees for incorporation ; selection of a name ; and Federal, 
Provincial and other taxation. It includes an appendix listing useful 
contacts in the Provinces of Canada.

Trade with Latin American countries 


The President of the Board of Trade was asked if his attention 
had been drawn to the fact that for the first five months of this year 
the combined imports from Peru, Chile, Brazil, Uruguay, Bolivia 
and the Argentine Republic amounted to £69,830,000, while the total 
of exports and re-exports to those countries only aggregated 
£24,413,000 ; and what steps were being taken to correct this 
adverse balance of trade. 

Mr. Peter Thorneycroft replied that it was not the policy of Her 
Majesty’s Government to try to balance trade or payments with 
individual countries or groups of countries, but to achieve freer trade 
and payments arrangements so as to improve our external position 
as a whole. There were, however, difficulties, which varied in each 
case, in exporting to these countries, and the Department would 
continue to do all they could to assist exporters to overcome them. 


Tobacco from Canada 


Suggesting that Canada was now the second largest supplier of 
tobacco to this country and was rapidly overhauling the United States 
of America in that respect, a questioner asked to what extent this 
tendency is likely to continue or is due to transitory circumstances. 

The President replied that about one-twelfth of the tobacco used 
in the United Kingdom (compared with only one-thirtieth before 
the war) was supplied by Canada, which was now our fourth largest 
supplier. He added that he could not say how long the present 
tendency was likely to continue. 


Japanese Exports to China 


The President assured another questioner that Japan was applying 
the same restrictions on exports to China as applied to this and other 
European countries, 


Trade Exhibitions Overseas 


The President was asked why the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner in New Zealand was instructed to refuse United Kingdom 
participation in a trade exhibition organized by the Empire Service 
League of New Zealand ; and why it was the policy of the Govern- 
ment to limit United Kingdom participation in overseas trade exhibi- 
tions to exhibitions which were held in dollar countries. 

The President replied that no such instructions were given ; nor 
was this the policy of Her Majesty’s Government. He added that 
the majority of overseas trade exhibitions in which the Government 
participates were outside the dollar area. 


Siting of New Industries 


Asked to what extent his department now exercised influence in 
the siting of new industrial projects, the President said that all 
industrial buildings exceeding 5,000 sq. ft. required an Industrial 
Development Certificate from the Board of Trade, which sought to 
secure that industrial projects were sited in the most suitable places. 

The President was also asked, what representations he had made 
to various firms expanding their undertakings in the north-east to 
acquire additional factory space in the Pallion Trading Estate, 
Sunderland. He replied that it would not always be in the public 
interest for firms in the north-east to establish units at Pallion 
instead of expanding where they were. In all suitable cases, firms 
were encouraged to consider establishing production in the Sunderland 
area, whether on the Pallion estate or elsewhere. 

The President told another questioner that his Department had 
tried to interest suitable firms in establishing production at Peterlee 
and had undertaken, in two cases, to build Government-financed 
factories there. 


Entertainment Tax in Cinemas 


To a request for a statement on the film and cinema associations’ 
failure to agree on how the recent entertainment tax concession 
should be divided between them, the President answered that he had 
arranged for a letter to be sent from his Department to the four 
associations concerned saying he assumed that, in default of an early

Bridgend Trading Estate

The President said that, to date this year, four prosecutions had 
been instituted against Scottish cinema exhibitors, and two of these 
prosecutions had been unsuccessful.

To the question, how many applications had been made for grant 
in relief of purchase tax under the Assistance to Craftsmen Scheme 
in cases of needlework tapestry, crewel work and embroidery, the 
President gave the following figures :—

Jute Control 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, as representing the Minister 
of Materials, was asked what progress he had made with his dis- 
cussions and negotiations for ending jute control and restoring to 
private traders full facilities for importing, on their own respective 
accounts, manufactured jute goods. 

Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory replied that the discussions with the 
industry to which he referred in his reply of February 16 related 
only to raw jute. Those discussions had been completed and private 
trading in raw jute had been allowed since July 15. 

The problem of safeguarding the United Kingdom jute manu- 
facturing industry was being examined by the Government, but this 
examination had not yet been completed. 


End of Ministry of Materials 


Asked what economies would be effected for the taxpayer during 
the year 1954-55, as compared with the previous year, consequent 
upon the decision to expunge the Ministry of Materials, and what 
further staff reduction would be achieved, Mr. Amory said it was 
not possible to make an assessment until the new management had 
had an opportunity to take stock of the additional responsibilities 
and of the opportunities of re-organization of the work. 


Imports of Newsprint 


The Minister of State, Board of Trade, was also asked how many 
tons of newsprint were imported into the United Kingdom during 
the 12 months ended June 30, 1954; whether he had formed an 
estimate of the additional tonnage of newsprint imports which would 
be needed during the year, to June 30, 1955, to secure derationing 
of newsprint, and what part of such additional imports would be 
obtainable from dollar souces and what part would not ; what such 
additional imports would cost at to-day’s prices ; and whether he 
would end newsprint rationing on December 31, 1954, or before. 

Mr. Amory replied that during the year ended June 30, 1954, 
approximately 278,000 tons of newsprint were imported. During 
the subsequent 12 months, as a result of increased amounts authorized 
by the Minister of Materials, approximately 375,000 tons would be 
imported, and the newspapers expected to obtain about 400,000 
tons frorn the home mills, making 775,000 tons in all. 

The Minister understuod from the Newsprint Supply Company 
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that, even if balance of payments considerations permitted, no more 
would be physically available from any source in the second half of 
1954 nor in the first half of 1955. Before the war, mewspapers con- 
sumed about 1,100,000 tons a year. 

The Newsprint Supply Company had not indicated the tonnage 
which would be needed to permit derationing. 


MONDAY JULY 26 


Trading Operations of Ministry of Materials 

Asked, as representing the Minister of Materials, what loss had 
been incurred by the trading operations of the Ministry of Materials, 
from the date of its inauguration during 1951 to the latest convenient 
date, Mr. Amory replied that the trading loss up to March 31 
last was approximately £55 million. 


TUESDAY JULY 27 
British Lion Film Corporation 


Questioned about the new company which was to be set up to 
continue the distribution functions hitherto discharged by the British 
Lion Film Corporation, the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Henry Strauss, replied that the composition of the 
Board had not yet been settled as there were a number of complicated 
issues still to be resolved by the National Film Finance Corporation 
and the Receiver. The President of the Board of Trade had, however, 
agreed with the Corporation that in principle it was desirable that 
their Chairman should also be Chairman of the new company. The 
present Chairman of the Corporation, Mr. R. J. Stopford, while in 
agreement with this decision, had indicated that it would not be 
practicable for him personally to assume this additional burden. 
Sir John Keeling had accepted the President’s invitation to become 
Chairman of the National Film Finance Corporation ; he would 
also become Chairman of the new company when formed. They 
were grateful to Sir John Keeling for undertaking these important 
duties which, at his request, would be without remuneration. Mr. 
Stopford, for whose past work as Chairman the Government were 
most grateful, would remain on the Board of the Corporation. 


U.S. Subsidies on Citrus Fruit 


Asked about the progress of the consultations under the provisions 
of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade about United States 
subsidies on citrus exports, the President said that when these sub- 
sidies were discussed at the last Session of the Contracting Parties 
to the General Agreement, the United Kingdom delegate underlined 
the interests of some of our overseas territories in this matter, and 
there would be an opportunity to consult further with the United 
States when the Contracting Parties met again in the autumn. 


Imports and Exports of Horses 


The President stated that the values of imports and exports of

Entertainments Tax Concession and Film Industry 


The President was asked what action he would take to ensure that 
an adequate portion of the recent entertainments tax concession was 
devoted to promoting the British film-producing industry. 

Mr. Strauss replied that as the questioner knew, representatives 
of the various sections of the industry had been discussing among 
themselves how the benefit of the recent concession should be divided 
between exhibitors and the British Film Production Fund. The 
President was now considenng the repities of the four Associations 
to the letter to which he referred in an:wer to a question on July 22. 
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Report on Monopolies Commission 


Asked when he anticipated that he would receive a Report from 
the Monopolies Commission with regard to the reference made to 
them under Section 15 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
Act in December 1952; and whether, in view of the time which 
had since elapsed, he would call for interim reports on some of the 
particular questions contained in that reference, Mr. Strauss replied 
that he could not say when the Commission were likely to report. 
It was for the Commission themselves to decide, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Act, the form in which they would make their 
report. 


Dollar Food Imports 


The President was asked what trades, in addition to the fresh 
fruit trade, were being subjected, at the present time, to complete 
prohibition of imports from dollar sources ; and whether, at an early 
date, he would review the whole range of dollar food imports so as 
to spread the restrictions as fairly as possible between the various 
trades concerned. 

The Minister of State, Board of Trade, Mr. D. Heathcoat Amory, 
replied that apart from purchases under the Token Import Scheme 
and the Mutual Security Act, we could not at present afford to import 
most manufactured consumer goods and many foodstuffs from the 
dollar area. Our import restrictions were subject to continuous 
review, so as to ensure that our limited dollar resources were used 
to best advantage. 


THURSDAY JULY 29 
Duty-Free Entry of Machinery 


Asked if he was now in a position to make a statement about the 
Wilson Smith Committee Report on duty-free entry of machinery 
which had recently been published, the President, in a written reply, 
stated that the Government accepted the Report as a whole and, with 
one reservation, proposed to put into effect the Committee’s recom- 
mendations as from August 4. 

The basic recommendation was that some discretionary system 
to permit the duty-free entry of machinery in suitable cases was in 
the national interest, but the Committee did not recommend the 
continuation of so general and widespread a scheme as that which 
obtained before duty-free licensing was suspended in 1952. The 
Government accepted this recommendation and proposed to resume 
duty-free licensing of machinery under Section 10 of the Finance 
Act, 1932. 

The Report recommended four main changes in previous practice. 

The first of these was that the applications eligible for consideration 
should be confined to consignments of similar or closely associated 
machines where the value of the machinery otherwise eligible for a 
duty-free licence required by the individual user was not less than 
£2,000. The Government accepted this value limit of £2,000 as 
recommended by the Committee. 

Secondly, as regards similarity of machines, the Report recom- 
mended that the suitability of machines for the particular work for 
which they were required should be taken into account in cases where 
the applicant could establish that the machine was to be used to a 
very substantial extent for this special purpose, but that duty-free 
entry should not be allowed unless the imported machine had a 
definite and marked technical superiority for that purpose. 

This recommendation would, as the Report recognized, give rise 
to some formidable difficulties in administration. Previously, 
machines were compared solely on the basis of their general use, and 
this criterion provided a clear rule which made it possible to ensure 
and demonstrate that all applicants were treated alike. ‘The criterion 
now recommended could not be expressed as a clear-cut general rule. 
Decisions would have, to a much greater degree than under the 
previous arrangements, to depend on the individual circumstances 
of each case, and might thus appear to be somewhat arbitrary in 
character. The Government nevertheless proposed to adopt this 
recommendation. ‘The criterion would, as the committee recom- 
mended, be strictly administered. 

Thirdly, the Report recommended that the responsible Department 
should set up a Consultative Committee containing representatives 
of industry whose functions would be to keep under review the broad 
policy followed by the administering Departments, and to represent

Consultative Committee as soon as possible. 

The one recommendation on which the Government must for the 
present reserve their decision was the one for the extension of the 
duty-free entry provisions to cover plant. Legislation would be 
necessary before this recommendation could be put into effect, and 
he proposed to explore this matter further with the Consultative 
Committee as soon as it was appointed. 

In addition to these definite recommendations for changes in the 
previous rules and methods of administration the Report also sug- 
gested that the administering Departments should consider whether 
the rules formerly followed in dealing with applications made on the 
ground that delivery of United Kingdom machines was protracted 
could be made somewhat more flexible for example, by varying the 
qualifying delivery period according to the type or value of the 
machinery. ‘This suggestion would be examined with the assistance 
of the Consultative Committee. 

The Report recommended that the other rules followed by the 
Departments in administering duty-free licensing since the war should 
be retained. 

This decision to resume the duty-free licensing of machinery on 
the above basis would apply to machinery which had not been de- 
livered from Customs charge before August 4, provided that the 
applicant must, before delivery of the machinery from Customs 
charge, (a) ensure that an application for a duty-free licence was 
received by the Board of Trade, (b) inform Customs about the 
application. Applications (which could be lodged forthwith) should 
be made to I.M.1 Division, Board of Trade, from whom application 
forms could now be obtained.

The President added that there would probably be a heavy flow 
of applications at the outset, and there was likely, therefore, to be 
some initial delay in dealing with them. Delays in the issue of duty- 
free licences did not mean that the importer had to delay the import 
of the machine since, provided that the application had been received 
before clearance through Customs, the importer could obtain clearance 
by paying the import duty, and it would be refunded if a duty-free 
licence was issued. 

He would like to take that opportunity to express the Govern- 
ment’s thanks to the Chairman and members of the Committee for 
the valuable public service they had rendered in their examination 
of this complex problem. 


Application for Exemption from Import Duty 
on Sample Boot and Shoe Uppers

Building Research 1953 


In their Report for 1953 the Building Research Board of the Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research describe the results of 
their studies as applied to the reconstruction of sea defences and 
rehabilitation of damaged buildings after the floods on the East 
Coast in February of last year. Similarly the Board tell how their 
Research Station was able to remedy the contamination of the local 
limestone required for a new cement works in Uganda—and make 
it fit for use in the Owen Falls Dam. The Report also reviews progress 
on new methods of house construction. Continued study of rail- 
mounted tower cranes in use on building sites has confirmed earlier 
estimates of their value in reducing labour expenditure and building 
time. Savings on a three-storey block of flats at Norwich amounted 
to 30 per cent. of the labour expenditure on the shells, and a reduction 
in building time from 140 to 57 working days, compared with a 
similar block built with the aid only of a vertical hoist.

Advertising Expenditure 


Mr. Rodney Silverman has prepared for the Advertising Association 
a statistical survey of advertising in the United Kingdom. Containing 
40 tables of statistics, and a summary with charts, the survey provides 
figures which, in scope and detail, are said to be available for no other 
country. Where possible, comparisons have been made with advertis- 
ing in the United States and other countries. x 

This report follows a similar survey carried out by the Advertising 
Association for 1948. Now that estimates for a series of post-war 
years and for 1938 are available, the value of the statistics is greatly 
enhanced. The information given in the survey covers, for instance, 
the total expenditure on advertising in each of the years 1938 and 
1946 to 1953, and the ratio of advertising to national income ; details 
of the expenditure on each of the different kinds of advertising (in 
newspapers, in periodicals, posters, etc.) generally for each of the 
years 1938 and 1947 to 1952, with some data for 1946 and 1953 ; 
the turnover of all recognised advertising agents in 1938 and from 
1947 to 1952, and details of their expenditure on the different kinds 
of advertising in 1948 and 1952 ; the sources of advertising expendi- 
ture in 1938, 1948 and 1952 ; and how much of the total was spent 
by manufacturers advertising to the general public, by retailers, by 
manufacturers advertising to the trade, etc. 

Two tables relate advertising expenditure to total sales of goods and 
services, and to sales to the general public, in the years 1938, 1948 
and 1952. The second of these tables includes estimates of advertising 
expenditure and sales at constant (1948) prices, so that the “ real”’ 
ratio of advertising to sales in the three years can be compared.

The 
main editorial contents of this supplement are directed at the home 
dressmaker, featuring Vogue patterns made up in British fabrics 
available in Australia. This issue also contains a round-up of British 
merchandise from local stores. There are 73 pages of advertising

dressmaking theme.

Laboratory Thermometers

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OVERSEAS TRADE SECTION 
United Kingdom’s Large Share in the Import Trade of 


Sweden 


WEDEN, with a population considerably less than that of Greater 

London, has established for herself a remarkable position in the 

world economy. In 1952, after the post-war industrial boom, her 
economy became more stable, mainly because of the recessive trend 
in world markets and, in particular, of a decline in demand for Swedish 
forestry products. In an economic survey* on Sweden prepared by 
H.M. Counsellor (Commercial), British Embassy, Stockholm, it is 
said that the Swedish economy is approximately in equilibrium ; 
wages are stable, and the cost of living and wholesale and retail prices 
are steady but with a slight downward tendency. 

In 1952 and in 1953 Sweden was, in terms of value, Britain’s best 
customer on the Continent and her eighth most important in the world. 
Again, in terms of value, Sweden was third amongst European 
countries and seventh in the world as a source of supply to the United 
Kingdom. The relatively high value and volume of trade between 
the two countries is an indication of the importance of present-day 
Anglo-Swedish commercial ties and of the complementary nature of 
their markets. With over 90 per cent. of her imports free from import 
restrictions, the Swedish market is wide open to British exporters. 
Competition is mainly from Western Germany, and if British ex- 
porters are to retain their markets they will have to redouble their 
efforts to study and satisfy Swedish requirements. The survey 
emphasizes that due regard must be paid to sales methods, firm and 
competitive prices must be quoted, contracts must be fulfilled on 
time, and goods must be of the highest quality. 

With well developed industries and a high standard of living, but 
with natural resources which, though abundant in quantity, are 
limited in range, Sweden is more dependent on foreign trade for her 
economic well-being than are most other countries. Indeed, com- 
mercial relations with foreign countries have always been of essential 
importance to the Swedish economy. The value of her foreign trade 
per head of population is one of the highest in the world, substantially 
exceeding that of the United Kingdom, Western Germany, France 
and the United States of America. 


Sweden’s Imports and Exports 


Sweden still imports some 20 per cent. of her total consumption 
requirements, and it is therefore natural that she continues to favour 
the freest possible exchange of goods. ‘The main purpose of Sweden’s 
post-war import controls has not been to protect her industries from 
overseas competition but to safeguard her foreign exchange reserves. 
The list of goods which may be imported without restriction from the 
Sterling Area and member countries of the European Payments Union 
has been extended and now accounts for over 90 per cent. of imports 
from this area. The licensing policy of the Swedish authorities in 
respect of the few goods still subject to import controls is generally 
liberal. The growing industrialisation of Sweden’s economy requires 
the import of many raw materials and semi-finished products for 
manufacturing purposes, fuel (such as coal, coke and oil), machinery, 
implements and chemicals, 

Sweden's staple products—timber, pulp, paper and iron ore, are in 
great demand in the markets of the world as are such specialities as 
matches, ball-bearings, separators, and high quality steels. She has 
also developed a considerable export trade in dairy produce and 
manufactured foodstuffs such as canned fish, hardbread, etc. 


State Controlled Companies 


Imports of some commodities are in Sweden centralized through 
State owned or State-controlled undertakings. In the case of agri- 
cultural products this centralization is associated with Swedish 
agricultural controls, ‘Thus imports of sugar, grain, fatty raw 
materials, meat and pork, and eggs and some egg products are con- 
trolled by Royal Decrees under which rights to import are assigned to 
particular monopoly companies or associations of importers. The

monopoly rights of import (as well as production) of tobacco is in the 
hands of the Swedish Tobacco Monopoly Company (A. B. Svenska 
Tobaksmonopolet). The import of wines and spirits is in the charge 
of a particular company formed for the purpose, the Wine and Spirit 
Monopoly (A. B. Vin & Spritcentralen). 


Very stringent regulations are laid down regarding the standard of 
safety required of electrical fittings and apparatus, and imports of 
many types of equipment are not allowed until the material in question 
has been tested and approved by the Swedish Bureau for Testing 
Electrical Equipment (SEMKO), ‘Testing is obligatory for the follow- 
ing types of equipment amongst others: radio receivers and certain 
types of amplifiers, rubber-insulated cables, conductors insulated with 
thermoplastic materials, certain heating appliances and some types of 
domestic appliances driven by electric motors. Approved equipment 
is provided with the mark of approval by the Bureau. 

A strict watch is kept in Sweden on the contents and packaging of 
various foodstuffs, and the Swedish Food Regulations (Livsmedels- 
stadgan), amended in 1951, lay down rules regarding the composition, 
quality, packaging and marketing of commodities such as dairy and 
margarine products, meat and meat products, canned fish, fruit drinks 
and fruit preserves. A copy of these regulations is available for 
inspection at the Export Services Branch of the Board of T'rade. 

Trade fairs are held annually in Stockholm and Gothenburg cover- 
ing practically all industries, and British manufacturers should 
consider the merits of both fairs for the advancement of their business 
in Sweden. 

The Swedish public take kindly to exhibitions of all kinds, not 
least in the summer months when the tourist trade is at its peak. 
There are many opportunities for special displays by particular in- 
dustries as well as for “‘ national’ displays of the kind held by some 
of the larger stores. 


Goods from the United Kingdom 


Exports to Sweden from the United Kingdom cover a wide variety 
of goods including coal and coke, iron and steel, cars and commercial 
vehicles, tractors, machinery, electrical goods, textile yarns and 
manufactures, apparel, chemicals, drugs, dyes and qotoine, oils and 
fats, pottery, glass, cutlery and hardware. 

Over 28 per cent. of the value of Sweden’s total imports in 1952 
from the United Kingdom consisted of machinery and apparatus of 
various kinds. Prominent items in this group were metal-working 
machines, printing presses, tractors, and agricultural machinery, 
textile machinery, mechanical handling apparatus, refrigeration 
machinery, generators and other electrical machinery, pumps and 
excavating machinery. The total value of machinery imports from 
the United Kingdom accounted for nearly 30 per cent. of the value 
of Sweden’s entire machinery import in 1952. 


In 1952 the United Kingdom accounted for 20-6 per cent. of the 
total value of Sweden’s textile imports. The main items comprising 
United Kingdom textile shipments to Sweden were raw wool, cotton, 
woollen and linen fabrics, cotton and woollen yarns, cotton thread, 
nylon, wool and cotton hose and other machine knitted goods, and 
various articles of clothing, particularly overcoats and shirts. 

The survey contains a supplement giving market notes on various 
imports and the following selected points may be of interest to 
United Kingdom exporters, 

The market for confectionery and chocolate is almost entirely 
supplied by Swedish manufacturers. There is, however, a limited 
demand for high quality chocolates, toffees and boiled sweets which 
has been partly met by United Kingdom exporters. 

There is a large market in Sweden for breakfast foods which have 
largely been supplied by United Kingdom manufacturers. ‘Tastes 
extend to some other varieties of cereals, but the variety of breakfast 
foods on sale in Sweden is not so great as in many other European 
countries. This is not to say that Swedish tastes cannot be influenced 
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in this direction. Packages containing several different kinds of 
cereals could be a line worthy of the attention of British manu- 
facturers. 

A considerable market exists in Sweden for Scotch whisky, and 
cognac, gin and rum also have moderate sales. The largest importer 
and sole distributor of spirits and wine in Sweden is the Vin och 
Sprit Centralen A.B., Stockholm which is a monopoly under Govern- 
ment control. 

Tobacco and cigarettes and cigars are imported through the Swedish 
State Monopoly (Svenska Tobaksmonopolet A.B., Stockholm), and 
import licences are not required. Swedish manufacturers produce an 
American-type cigarette with loosely packed tobacco. The United 
Kingdom cigarette is nevertheless, very popular. 

Although Sweden is producing more pharmaceuticals, her imports 
of these goods are considerable, a large proportion being supplied 
by United Kingdom manufacturers. Before medical specialists or 
proprietary products may be imported or sold in Sweden they must 
be approved and registered by the Swedish Medical Board (Kungliga 
Medicinalstyrelsen, Vallingatan 2, Stockholm). ay 

The market in Sweden for carpets is very competitive and it is 
generally accepted in the trade that United Kingdom quality gives 
value for money. Oriental carpets are of great interest and Swedish 
importers on the whole prefer to import these through the United 
Kingdom where they are cleaned and processed. The limiting factor 
is the availability of Swedish import licences. 

The mechanization of Swedish agriculture is now of paramount 
importance in view of the serious shortage of farm labour. The 
demand for agricultural machines and equipment is being met to an 
increasing extent by local manufacturers and competition is very keen 
among them. Nevertheless there is an important market in Sweden 
for specialized machinery, particularly tractor-powered and self- 
propelled equipment. 


Every Family Wants a Car 


There has been a heavy increase in the number of motor vehicles 
registered in Sweden since the war. This may be attributed chiefly to 
the replacement of obsolete and worn-out models of pre-war manu- 
facture ; the increased number of low-priced, economically run, 
small family cars now available ; the substantial rise in many incomes 
since 1950 ; and the constant effort of the people to improve their 
own living standards. It is the ambition of every Swedish family to 
own a car. It is not surprising, therefore, that Sweden is now the 
most important market in Europe for United Kingdom motor 
vehicles. 

Radar in all its various applications for land, sea and air has a very 
large potential market in Sweden, particularly taking into considera- 
tion Sweden’s large and modern mercantile marine and civilian 
airlines, apart from an expanding air force and navy. Most United 
Kingdom firms specializing in radar navigational aids and equipment 
are well-established in the Swedish market. Many Swedish cargo 
ships and fishing vessels are now fitted with radar for navigational and 
detection purposes. 

The local plastics industry has in the past enjoyed a certain amount 
of protection from foreign competition through import restrictions on 
finished goods and also through revised import duties. Now, how- 
ever, both finished and semi-finished plastics are on the Swedish 
import free list. The United Kingdom is, at present, Sweden’s largest 
supplier of raw materials for the plastics industry. 

There is a restricted market in Sweden for a variety of goods not 
mentioned in this article but which are briefly commented upon in 
the survey. 


Trading Methods 


In a supplement to the survey, trading methods are discussed in 
detail. Great importance is attached to the appointment of really 
good representatives in Sweden, and here the Export Services Branch 
of the Board of Trade can be of assistance. The British Commercial 
Diplomatic officers in the Swedish towns visited by business men can, 
by virtue of their knowledge of local markets, conditions, etc., assist 
such visitors. 

The supplement also deals with general marketing conditions in 
Sweden, advertising in the Swedish press, Customs regulations, 
shipping documents, labelling, packaging, marking, exchange and 
price control. 

The survey ends with a number of appendices showing mainly the 
value of Sweden’s trade with other courtries. Two appendices are 
entirely devoted to United Kingdom/Swedish trade. 
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Quotas for Goods sold at German 
Industries Exhibition 


HE GERMAN authorities have made available a special quota 

of DM 1,000,000 to cover the sale of goods which are subject to 
import restrictions at the German Industries Exhibition to be held 
in Berlin from September 25 to October 10, 1954. 

Shares in this quota will be allotted to firms in accordance with 
space booked, and United Kingdom exhibitors who wish to obtain 
licences should send notification to the Office of the United Kingdom 
Commercial Representative, 77 Friedrich Ebert Allee, Bonn, Western 
Germany, to arrive not later than September 10, supplying evidence 
of space booked with the Exhibition authorities. 

The Exhibition covers a very wide range of industries, including 
iron and steel, machinery, household goods, precision and optical 
tools, woodworking, plastics and rubber goods, chemicals, electro- 
technical goods, textiles and foodstuffs. 

There will be limits of DM 50,000 on sales of wine, flour, macaroni, 
and spaghetti and similar products, and of DM 100,000 on fruit 
and vegetable conserves, fruit juices and concentrates. There may 
also be a limit on the sale of certain other items covered by quota. 

No quotas will be available for briar pipes, playing cards, cigarette 
papers in packets, or for the following foodstuffs: carp, living or 
frozen ; salted herrings, also filleted ; potatoes ; cereal groats, 
cereal meal ; husked, pearled or crushed grains (flaked) ; edible 
germs or cereals ; meat intestines and edible offal; fresh fruit 
(including citrus fruits) ; nor for horticultural products and seeds 
not grown for food. 

Licences will be freely available for liberalized goods falling within 
the range of the exhibition. 


Distribution of Roumanian Assets 


HE ADMINISTRATOR of Roumanian Property has now 

received Directions from Her Majesty’s Treasury to use the 
money realized by the sale of Roumanian property in the United 
Kingdom in making payments to persons and firms who possess 
certain qualifications and whose claims against the Roumanian 
Government or Roumanian nationals are established as of one of the 
types specified in the Treasury Directions, issued on July 26 and 
published as Cmd. 9228, 1954.® 

Persons who wish to be supplied with a claim form to establish a 
claim under these Directions should apply forthwith to the 
Administrator of Roumanian Property, Branch Y, Lacon House, 
Theobalds Road, W.C.1. A special notification dated July 10 has 
been circulated to persons who have already registered particulars 
of indebtedness due from Roumania under the facilities provided 
by the Board of Trade during and since the war, but if no such 
notification has yet been received by any person who has so registered, 
and he wishes to receive a claim form, he also should apply forthwith 
to the Administrator. A _ registration of indebtedness does not 
constitute a claim in the Distribution, which must be made on a 
prescribed claim form. 

The Administrator will not be able to accept a claim form which 
is received after January 31, 1955.

Former restrictions on Lebanese produce entering Western 
Germany have been eased but no specific amounts for the exchange 
of goods have been agreed upon and the agreement is mainly a 
declaration of mutual good intentions. ~ 


Under the Agreement for Economic Co-operation Western 
Germany will supply equipment, capital and technical assistance 
for the expansion and development of Lebanese agriculture, industry, 
transport and development projects.

Lebanon and U.S.S.R. 


ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Beirut reports that a Trade 

and Payments Agreement between Lebanon and the U.S.S.R., which 
was signed in Beirut on April 30, 1954, has now been ratified by the 
Lebanese Government. ‘This agreement is valid initially for one 
year but will be automatically renewed annually unless three months 
notice to terminate is given by either party. ‘The level of goods to 
be exchanged will probably be {Lebanese 10 million. 


During the first year Lebanese agricultural produce, mainly con- 
sisting of citrus fruit, apples and bananas, will be exchanged for 
Russian manufactured goods, including machinery and industrial 
equipment, electrical equipment and motors, tractors and agricultural 
machinery. Most Favoured Nation treatment will be mutually 
accorded by both countries in the matter of customs duties and 
transit dues.

Iceland and U.S.S.R.

HE® MAJESTY’S Embassy in Belgrade report that an agreement 
to govern trade between Yugoslavia and the German Federal 
Republic during the twelve months beginning July 1, 1954, was 
signed in Belgrade on June 26, 1954. 
Germany will in future license imports from Yugoslavia as liberally 
as she licenses imports from members of the Organization for 


European Economic Co-operation. Export licences for German 
current exports will, however, be granted only upon confirmation by 
the Yugoslav National Bank that the necessary foreign exchange is 
available. 

No figures expressing the value of the trade which is to flow have 
been written into the agreement or mentioned in announcements of 
its conclusion. 


Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union 
and Viet-Nam 


THE French Moniteur Officiel Du Commerce et De L’Industrie, 
dated July 1, 1954, published the text of a Protocol signed in Paris 
on May 24, 1954, whereby the trade arrangement of May 29, 1953, 
between the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union and Viet-Nam 
(see Board of Trade Journal, July 4, 1953) is renewed for six months 
from April 1 to September 30, 1954. 

The commodities on the quota lists for imports into Viet-Nam 
remains unchanged ; there is a slight increase in value for the 
machinery, chemicals and ‘‘ miscellaneous ”’ groups.

Indian Import Licensing Arrangements for 


July to December, 1954 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of the Government of India publication 
containing details of India’s Import licensing policy for the period 
July-December 1954. The first part of these regulations was pub- 
lished in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (pages 192 to 204). 
The completion is given in the following pages. 
2. Importers are again divided into the following categories :— 

(a) Established Importers. 

(b) Actual users. 

(c) Newcomers. 

. (a) The period of validity of Import licences is shown at Column 
4 of the Schedule below. 

(b) The period of validity of all licences valued at Rs. 2,500 or 
less will, however, be extended to 12 months irrespective 
of the period indicated against the item in the Schedule. 

(c) In cases where the period of validity is limited to the fixed 
date of March 31, 1955, the applicant can ask for an extension 
up to a maximum period of five months from the date of 
issue, if in cases where fully documented applications are 
submitted on or before September 30, the issue of the 
licence is delayed beyond October 31, 1954. 

Established Importers should ordinarily submit their appli- 
cations on or before September 30, 1954. Applications 
received after that date are not liable to rejection and will be 
considered on merits, but the period of validity will be 
curtailed to the extent of the delay in making the application. 

(b) Actual users should submit their applications on or before 
November 30, 1954. Later applications will not be enter- 
tained. 

(c) Applications from newcomers should reach the licensing 
authority on or before August 31, 1954. Applications 
received after that date will not be considered. 


5. The schemes for the licensing of Capital goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant (see Board of Trade Yournal of February 23, 1952) 
will continue in force during the July-December, 1954 period. 


6. The limiting factor for purposes of clearance of goods from 
Customs is, except where otherwise stated, the c.i.f. value shown on 
the licence. 


7. Importers are advised not to make any firm commitments with 
foreign suppliers or arrange for the shipment of any licensable goods 
without first obtaining the necessary import licence. Unauthorized 
imports are liable to be severely penalized. 


8. The Schedule below may possibly contain words which are 
registered in the United Kingdom as trade marks in relation to certain 


types of goods.

1. Controlled categories of iron and steel which are subject to separate 
licensing arrangements, are not shown in the Schedule. 

2. Open General Licence Nos. XXXI (covering imports from all countries 
except South Africa) and XXXII (covering imports from Soft currency 
countries only) (see Board of Trade Journal of October 10, 1953), are due to 
expire on September 30, 1954. 

3. Licences will be granted to established importers only except where 
otherwise stated. 

4. The entry, Nil” in Column 3 of the Schedule denotes that No quota 
licences will be issued. 

5. In cases where full particulars of specific goods involved are not shown 
in the Schedule or where further information on the licensing regulations 
is required, details may be obtained from the Export Services Branch 
(Tariff Section), Board of Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1.

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Indian Customs Duty 


Drawback 


NDER S.R.O. 1794 of May 28, 1954, the Government of India 

have directed that drawback should be allowed on duty-paid 
art. silk yarns used in the manufacture of art. silk cloth, where 
such cloth is manufactured in, and exported from, India. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Artificial Silk) Rules, 1954, 
published under S.R.O. 1795 of May 28, provide for payment of 
drawback at the rate of 12 annas per each pound of goods shipped. 
For the purpose of these rules “ art. silk yarn ’’ includes all varieties 
with the exception of staple fibre yarn, and “ art. silk cloth ”’ includes 
all varieties with the exception of ready-made clothing and hosiery. 

Under 8.R.O. 1700 of May 29, 1954, the Government of India 
have directed that drawback should be allowed on certain duty-paid 
imported materials used in the manufacture of embroidered 
goods, when manufactured in, and exported from, India. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Embroidered Goods) Rules 1954, 
published under S.R.O. 1701 of May 29, 1954, provide for payment 
as drawback at a rate equal to the amount of duty established to have 
been paid on the imported materials used in the manufacture or 
production of the goods exported. For the purpose of these rules, 
“‘ embroidered goods ’’ means imported materials on which designs, 
marks, etc., have been embroidered in India with gold, silver, straw, 
silk, cotton and other similar thread. ‘‘ Imported materials” means 
shoe vamps, shoe uppers, scarfs, vanity bag pieces, ready-made 
apparel, etc.

Drug Rules Amendments 


THE UNITED KINGDOM Trade Commissioner in New Delhi 
has forwarded a copy of S.R.O. 2032 issued by the Ministry of 
Health, Government of India, on June 14, 1954, which provides for 
the following draft amendment to the Indian Drugs Rules, 1945. 
The draft will be taken into consideration after September 26, 
1954. Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any 
person before this date will be considered by the Central Government. 


Draft Amendment 
To sub-rule (2) of rule 108 (in Part X dealing with the “‘ Speciai Pro- 
visions Relating to Biological and Other Special Products ’’) the following 
proviso shall be added, namely :— 

“ Provided that nothing in this sub-rule shall apply to a penicillin 
suspension in oil and wax.” 

Sub-rule (2) of rule 108, at present reads as follows :— 
"108. Containers. 

**(2) When any such substance is issued in liquid form in containers 
which are sealed in such a manner that portions of the contents can 
be withdrawn for use on different occasions, the liquid shall contain 
a sufficient proportion of some antiseptic to prevent the growth of 
any organism which may be accidentally introduced in the process of 
removing a portion of the contents of the container.” 


Further Amendment 


The Trade Commissioner has also forwarded a copy of Notification 
No. F.1-16/52—-DS of June 22 which makes the following further 
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amendment to the Indian Drugs Rules 1945 :— 
For Rule 106, the following rule shall be substituted :— 
** 106. Diseases which a drug may not purport to prevent or cure :— 


**(1) No drug may purport or claim to prevent or cure, or may 
convey to the intending user thereof any idea that it may prevent or 
cure, one or more of the diseases or ailments specified in Schedule J. 

(2) No drug may purport or claim to procure or assist to procure, 
or may convey to the intending user thereof any idea that it may procure 
or assist to procure, miscarriage in women.” 

Note: The draft amendment was published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on August 15, 1953.

Portuguese Exemptions from Import 
Duties

No. 39,673 which exempts from import duties and from National 
Salvation tax, all fuel and lubricating oils to be used by the national 
Transportes Aereos Portugueses §.A.R.L. on their internal lines. 
The same exemption will also apply in respect of fuel and oils used 
by the Portuguese company in their experimental or training flights 
over Continental Portugal up to a limit of 15 per cent. of the quantity 
used on their internal lines. 


Export Licences for Meat and Egg Products 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Lisbon reports the publication 
in the Portuguese press of an announcement by the Minister of 
Economy to the effect that export licences are now required for all 
exports of preparations or conserves of fresh meat, and of eggs and 
egg products, whatever the value of the consignment may be. 

The same order exempts from this requirement the following pork- 
butchers’ products of a value not exceeding 2,500 escudos (£31 
approximately) : Garlic-seasoned sausages, flour-mixed pork sausages, 
pork liver sausages, black-puddings, blood-puddings, meat-paste, and 
salamis.

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West Germany’s New Import 
Regulations 


A NEW and simplified import system comes into force in the 
Federal Republic of Germany on August 1, 1954. It provides 
for imports under :— 


I. The Declaration Procedure (Erklaerungsverfahren) which 
applies on the basis of an Open General Licence to liberalized goods 
and to goods for which an “ Open Call” for applications for import 
(Offene Ausschreibung) are made. 

Its main provisions are :— 


(1) (i) In most cases before import or payment the importer is required 
to submit an import declaration (Einfuhrerklaerung) to the Landeszentral 
bank within 14 days of making a contract. 

(ii) In the case of transactions up to DM 5,000 the import declaration 
may be presented before conclusion of the contract. 

(2) Imports may be made within a period of up to 18 months according 
to normal delivery terms of the commodity in Question. The validity 
period runs from the date of the contract in the case of items falling under 
(1) (i) and from the date when the import declaration was stamped in the 
case of items falling under (1) (ii). The consent of the competent Federal 
authorities is required for a longer period of validity. 

(3) Payment may be made within 180 days from the date of delivery of 
the goods. The consent of the competent Landeszentral bank is required 
for a longer period. 

(4) In order to allow for unforeseen delays the last day of the month 
following the date contractually provided for may be given as the period 
of validity in the Import Declaration. 

(S) Imports can exceed the figure quoted in the Import Declaration by 
10 per cent. 

(6) The responsibility for making sure that goods qualify for this pro- 
cedure lies with the importer, who is liable to be forced to use the Individual 
Licence Procedure for a period of six months if he carries out imports 
under the Declaration Procedure which should fall under the Individual 
Licence Procedure. 


II. The Individual Licence Procedure (Einzelgenehmigungsver- 
fahren) applies to goods on quota, opportunities for the import of 
which are announced in the German Official Gazette, the Bundes 
Anzeiger. In addition import opportunities may be opened on applica- 
tion if imports cannot be carried out within the framework of published 
opportunities—in particular for transactions up to a maximum figure 
of DM 10,000. 

Its main provisions are :— 


(1) The importer is required to submit an application for an import 
licence (Einfuhrbewilligung) to the appropriate authorities within the 
period announced in the Bundes Anzeiger. 

(2) A time limit for concluding the contract may be announced when the 
opportunity to import is published and if the contract cannot be concluded 
within this time the import licence becomes invalid. 

(3) The announcement of an import opportunity may require the pro- 
duction of a firm order at the time of application. In such cases only a 
binding contract by the foreign seller valid for a fixed time and giving full 
details of the contract will be recognized. 

(4) The import licence normally provides for import within six months 
in so far as no other provision is made in the announcement or no longer 
period is authorised on individual application. Applications for an extension 
of the validity period should be made to the competent Federal authorities. 

(5) For purposes of payment the import licence is valid for a further six 
months. Applications for extension should be made to the competent 
Federal authorities. 

(6) An import licence without any currency limit may be granted for 
perishable goods. In such cases, if an announcement is made that the import 
opportunities have been fully used, no further contracts may be concluded. 

(7) With certain exceptions imports can exceed the amount provided 
for in the import licence by up to 5 per cent. provided the licence contains 
no contrary provision. If a greater excess is unavoidable, application may 
be made for an additional import licence. 


General 


1. No import declaration or import licence is fequired for imports for 
warehousing in a free port, bonded warehouse or Zollvormerklager i.e. a 
privately-owned unbonded warehouse where goods await final clearance 
for re-export. 

2. Goods intended for re-export can be switched over to import provided 
the necessary import licence is produced. 

3. Securities and guarantees can be given and received for the purpose 
of securing a contract and penalties fixed in case of infringement of con- 
tractual obligations. 

4. In most cases where prior to August 1, 1954, formalities were already 
in train for import, the old procedure will apply. 


This notice sets out the main provisions of the regulations in

Amendment of U.S. Tariff Act 


THE Board of Trade have received notification of an Act (Public 

Law 479), approved July 8, 1954, to amend paragraph 1530 of 
the Tariff Act of 1930 with respect to footwear. 

Paragraph 1530 (e) of the Tariff Act of 1930 is amended by adding : 
“* For the purposes of this paragraph and any existing or future pro- 
clamation of the President relating thereto, footwear of which the 
major portion, in area, of the basic wearing surface of the outer soles 
(that part of the article, not including the heel, that is designed to 
be the basic wearing surface and to resist wear on contact with any 
surface) is composed of india rubber or any substitute for rubber, or 
both, shall be deemed to have the soles wholly or in chief value of 
india rubber or substitutes for rubber.” 

The foregoing amendment will enter into force as soon as practicable, 
on a date to be specified by the President of the United States, but 
in any event not later than one hundred and eighty days after the 
passage of this Act.

Import Excise Tax on Copper 


UNITED STATES Treasury Decision (T.D. 53524), dated July 6, 
announces that the period of suspension of the import excise tax on 
copper and articles containing copper, imposed under Section 3245 
of the Internal Revenue Code, has been extended from June 30, 
1954, to June 30, 1955. (See Board of Trade Journal, March 28, 
1953, page 648.) This continues the suspension originally announced 
in T.D. 52740 of July 7, 1951, which stated :— 

“The suspension of this tax does not apply to copper sulphate or to 
composition metal, of which copper is the component material of chief 
value, provided for in paragraph 1657 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
which is suitable both in its composition and shape, without further refining 
or alloying, for processing into castings, not including as castings ingots 
or similar cast forms. 

“If, during the period of suspension, the average market price of electro- 
lytic copper in standard shapes and sizes, delivered Connecticut Valley, 
is below 24 cents per pound for any one calendar month, the suspension 
of the tax will be revoked.” 


*¢ Made in Canada” Rulings 


MEMORANDUM ‘Series D, No. 51, M.C.R. 118, Supplement 
No. 2, dated July 14, 1954, issued by the Canadian Department of 
National Revenue, states that pursuant to the provisions of Section 6 
of the Customs Tariff, it is the intention to transfer axle shafts for 
repair or replacement purposes on motor vehicles having a gross 
vehicle weight rating of over 21,000 pounds from the category of 
“a class or kind made in Canada” to that of “‘ a class or kind not 
made in Canada” and the customary three weeks’ notice is hereby 
given before the ruling becomes effective. 

The order dated February 15, 1951 (Memorandum Series D, 
No. 51, M.C.R. 118) whereby the above are classified as of a class 
or kind made in Canada is hereby revoked only insofar as these axle 
shafts are concerned.

THE exemption of customs duty in respect of the items listed in 
Part 1 of the notice on Trinidad and Tobago Customs Tariff Amend-

There is no similar requirement in respect of the exemptions of 
import duty for items appearing in the Second Schedule (Part III 
of the notice) as this is granted automatically. 
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Peru Ends State Monopoly in Matches 


NDER the terms of a Supreme Decree, published on July 11, 

1954, the “ Estanco de Fosforos,” the Peruvian State Monopoly 
controlling the importation and sale of matches, has been abolished. 

A Supreme Resolution published on the same date permits the 
import of matches included in items 3246 and 3247 of the Peruvian 
Customs Tariff free of customs duties and all supplementary taxes, 
including consular fees. ‘This concession is to date from January 1, 
1955, and is to remain in force until a quantity of matches of satis- 
factory quality, sufficient to supply the demand, have been imported. 
To encourage the installation of match factories in the country, the 
Ministry of Finance and Commerce may exempt from duties and 
taxes any contract concluded with this object in view.
